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WHAT IS NUCLEOGRAPHY? 


Nucleography jis an annotated resource guide, addressed to anyone who 
wishes to Tearn and teach about nuclear technology and its potential implica- 
tions for humankind. Its purpose is to provide a means for people to scan the 
materials in this area in order to decide which would be most helpful for 
their needs. 


A number of excellent bibliographies already exist about nuclear issues 
(see Chapter 6 for a list). This document incorporates many of the references 
published so far, with significant additions, including lists of periodicals, 
audio-visual materials, and a section on "human resources." 


To limit the volume of material to a useful size, we have selected items 
which are relevant to the issues of nuclear energy, war, and peace for the 
general public. Thus, college materials on nuclear physics have not been in- 
cluded unless they deal explicitely with the interaction between science and 
society. On the other hand, some materials on cooperation and peace that do 
not relate explicitely to nuclear technology have been included since the 
basic problem of human conflict cuts to the core of the science/technology 
dilemma. 


In addition to the criterion of relevance, the items included here are 
available from bookstores, libraries, organizations, or the extensive 
microfilm collection of the Educational Resources Information Center (ERIC) 
maintained at most university campuses. 


Finally, to be included in this annotated resource guide, each entry must 
be judged by at least one contributor to be a valuable resource in teaching or 
learning about these issues. The contributor indicates how much value should 
be attributed to that reference by awarding it one star (useful), two stars 
(especially valuable), or three stars (a "must"). 


Nucleography is not, and never will be “complete.” In a very important 
sense, this is an interactive document since you, the reader, are invited to 
become a contributor to the next edition. The entries are processed by a com- 
Beet so the entire document can be updated and reprinted with a minimum of 
effort. 


Needless to say, there is a wide diversity of opinions expressed in the 
materials that are available on these topics, and among the reviewers who have 
contributed the annotations. It is not our expectation that anyone can or 
should be neutral or objective about these jissues-- meaningful education can 
only occur when alternative viewpoints are fully considered. Thus, we solicit 
contributions from groups that consider themselves to be "pro-" as well as

The costs of these activities, in 
1971, came to between $30 million and $190 million. The activities in- 
cluded free VIP junkets for businessmen to see costly war games, tours by 
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colonels to promote pro-war ideology and a $6.5 million budget for film, 
radio, and television programming to further enlist public support. The 
film suggests that the Pentagon uses its public relations not only to 
inform, but also to persuade the public on issues of war and peace.

Townspeople feel the plant was imposed on them without 
consultation, while local mayors criticize the lack of evacuation plans. 


We tend to think of radioactive waste in terms of how to dispose of it. 


The people put to work reprocessing that waste encounter its dangerous ef- 
fects intimately.
